On July 24 an Electra plane 


was hijacked after take-off from 
Miami, Fla., and flown to Cuba. 
The passengers and crew were 
returned, but Ihc plane was held. 


On May 1 a twin-engined Con- 


v.^r was hijacked between Miami 
anK Key West, Fla., and flown 
to Cuba, It was later1 allowed to 
return to the United States. 


After Thursday's hijacking over 


El Paso, Tex., the Federal Avi- 
ation Agency authorized the air- 
lines to arm crew members who 
had received training in the use 
of firearms and were proficient in 
handling them. 


Tipton said the airlines are con- 


c^icd about "the possibility of 
gunplay." Concern also was ex-

WASHINGTON (AP) - Arkan- 


sas members of Congress are re- 
ceiving heavy mnil on President 
Kennedy's proposal to apply the 
withholding tax principle to inter- 
est and dividend income. 


Most of (he mail opposes the 


proposal and many writers appar-

•that Kennedy i.s« proposing a new 
tax of some sort.. 


Present law requires Individuals 


to report, as part of their income, 
any interest or dividends received 
by them. 


Kennedy proposes that Instead 


of having the individual taxpayer 
pay whatever lax mny be due on 
interest 
and 
dividend 
income, 


banks and other savings institu- 
tions and corporations would be 
required to withhold the lax and 
pay it directly to the government. 


The Internal Revenue Service 


has estimated that taxpayers fail 
to report $.') billion in interest and 
dividend income each year. This 
costs the government a minimum 
of $fiOO million in taxes yearly. 


Kennedy's proposal is to close 


this loophole.

that financial institutions pay di- 
rectly to the government each 
year 20 per cent of the total in- 
terest or dividends which ordinar- 
ily they would pay their depositors 
or stockholders and credit the in- 
dividuals with Inc. remaining <IO 
per cent.

government might think or do he- 
comes an increasingly large fac- 
tor in much of today's business 
planning. 


Government antitrust suits, tax 


laws or interpretations, import 
quotas, international policies, atl 
play a big role. Today's news col- 
umns are full of examples of gov- 
ernment interest in, and policing 
of, business practices. 


Business decisions today 
often 


must go far beyond what might 
seem to be the prime questions: 
Will there be a market for our 
goods? Can production costs make 
the business profitable? Will com- 
petition allow prices that insure a 
profit? 


Investors also have to watch 


Washington closely those clays. Its 
moves can up.sct a corporate ap- 
plecart, rever.se a stock market 
trend, or even set the future cli- 
mate for business in feneral. 


State and local laws, rulings, 


taxes, franchises, zoning also can 
spell profit or loss to individual 
companies. In many cases they 
also can determine whether a 
company 
stays 
or 
moves—or 


where it moves. 


This isn't to argue the right or 


wrong of any one or all of the 
laws or government policies. It is 
merely to state one of today's 
most important facts of business 
life: Governments at all levels 
are becoming close partners of 
Business. 


An example is this week's dis- 


closure that the Justice Depart- 
ment is thinking about trying to 
rorce American Telephone & Te)e- 
iraph to get rid of its overseas 
communications network. At the 
;ame time the government is 
playing, understandably, a major 
role in AT&T's plans to go into 
outer space communications. 


The antitrust threat took the 


stockholders, the biggest group in 
he nation, by surprise. The price 
of AT&T slock dropped $4.02 to 
8121. That helped send the indus- 
trial averages as a whole down 
moderately from their Tuesday 
high.
